WASHINGTON (JP)—Th e United States today lau nch ed 
’-foot Scou t rocket aimed to soar 3,700 miles h igh and 
6,100 miles ou t ov er th e Atlantic on a mission th at cou ld 
h elp dev elop a tech niqu e for detecting nu clear ex plosions 
in space. 
Fifty minu tes after th e firing, th e Civ ilian Space Agen­ 
cy said preliminary finding indicated th at th e fligh t “ was 
completely su ccessfu l.” 


Th e space agency said th e Scou t 
was 
following 
"its 
program m ed 
fligh t path perfectly ." 


It was ex pected to take abou t 
8 0 minu tes from lau nch tim e for 
th e rocket to com plete its fligh t. 
Prim arily , th e sh ot w as designed 
to test th e fligh t perform ance of 
th is u niqu e solid fu el and relativ e­ 
ly low cost rocket wh ich is slated 
for v ariou s im portant space-ex plor­ 
ing missions in th e near fu tu re. 
Bu t th e rocket also carried a 
special Air Force ex perim ent de­ 
signed to test th e 
feasibility of 
spotting radiation from sneak nu ­ 
clear ex plosions h igh abov e th e 
atm osph ere. 
S u c h 
ex plosions, 
tou ch ed off by an enemy , cou ld 
cast a kind of electronic cu rtain 
arou nd th e earth , knocking anoth er 
nation’s early w arning sy stem and 
h ading th e approach of attacking 
missiles or bom bers.

36,600-pou nd, 
fou r-stage 
rocket w as fired at 11:23 a m. from 
th e Wallops Island, Va., station of 
th e National Aeronau tics and Space 
Administration, 
th e 
agency 
a n­ 
nou nced h ere. Th e sh ot, originally 
sch edu led for Sept. 23, h ad been 
postponed twice. 
After 
an 
8 0-mtntite 
ballistic 
fligh t, th e rocket w as ex pected to 
conic down in th e Sou th Atlantic 
between Sou th A m erica and Africa. 
Th e ' ’Scou t" h as been u nofficially 
nicknam ed th e ‘‘poor m a n’s rocket" 
becau se it is relativ ely inex pensiv e 
com pared with giants like th e At­ 
las, Titan and Th or—y et is deemed 
capable of v ersatile perform ance. 
Th e cost of a ‘’Scou t" is approx i­ 
m ately $9 00,000. Th is com pares with 
$5 million for an Atlas Able and

Home Bureau cooperators have 
been studying about Fire Preven­ 
tion. The September minor lesson 
was “ What to Do in Case of Fire.” 
This lesson was written by Mrs. 
Al Strawser. Oregon, the county 
health and safety chairman of the 
Home Economic* Extension Coun­ 
cil. 
The 
following 
tips 
“ Prevent 
Fires—Here's How” , also prepared 
by Mrs. Strawser was sent to all 
cooperators in the October circular 
letter and is included here. 
PREVENT FIRES—HERE’S HOW 
SMOKING — Do not permit in 
bams, 
outbuildings, 
dry 
fields, 
brush, in bed, etc. Keep matches 
in closed metal and out of chil­ 
dren s hands. “ Safety” matches 
are safest. 
HEATERS — Use metal mats 
under stoves. Protect combustible 
walls and ceilings where stoves or 
furnaces are close. Do not over­ 
heat. 
FLUES — Clean and examine 
yearly; rep air if needed. 
GASOLINE — Keep in closed 
safety can (5 gallon limit). For 
larger amounts use underground 
tank and pump or approved drums 
located 50 feet from any building 
(5 drum limit). NEVER USE IN­ 
DOORS : K E EP FIRE AWAY. 
KEROSENE — Never use to 
start or revive a fire. Scores die 
yearly from flashback s or explo­ 
sions. 
OILY RAGS AND CLOTHES — 
They may ignite spontaneously. 
Bum rags; hang clothes in metal 
lock ers or out of doors. 
TRASH, BRUSH, RUBBISH — 
Keep cleaned up. Do not bum near 
building, fences, dry fields, ect., 
or on windy days. WATCH FIRES 
UNTIL THEY ARE OUT. 
STORING HAY — Do not put in 
mow until fully cured. Clean floors 
thoroughly before storing. Never 
put new' hay, straw or fodder on 
old. Use utmost care with damp 
fodder, straw and bins of moist 
grain and seeds. There is danger 
of spontaneous ignition. 
ELECTRICITY — Use approved 
equipment and conform to National 
Electrical Codes. Do not use larger 
than 1-5 amp. fuses or tam p er with

TORS — Store in separate building 
free from combustible material or 
litter, which should not expose 
other buildings. 
LIGHTENING RODS — Check 
grounds; check for break s. Prop­ 
erly installed and maintained they 
furnish almost 100% protection. 
IF FIRES SHOULD START — 
Have ladders, buck ets, water, hose, 
pumps and extinguishers handy at 
all times, k eep each always in its 
proper place.

CHEMICALS ON THE FARM 


For more than 50 years, com­ 
mencing with passage of a compre­ 
hensive Food and Drug Act in 1906, 
our Federal Government has play­ 
ed an increasingly important role 
in 
protecting consumers against 
harmful foods and drugs. During 
the same time span there has been 
a marked increase in the use of 
chemicals in foods. And more re ­ 
cently a virtual break-through in 
the use of c hemicals in agncultural 
production has taken place, both to 
protect crops and livestock and to 
stimulate growth in meat animals. 
Consequently, 
the 
FinmI 
and 
Drug Act ha** been revised and 
amended many times to keep 
federal 
control 
and 
protection 
abreast of development*. The In­ 
terests of consumer* and agri­ 
cultural 
producers 
have, 
been 
kept more or 
l e s s in balance 
through 
the 
establishment 
of 
tolerances for those 
poisonous 
chemicals that leave residue* on 
such products a* fruit, berne*, 
\egHables and grain. Allowing 
these tolerances is an exception 
to the general requirement of the 
law that poisonous and deleterious 
scubstances must be kept out of 
food. 
In recent years two important 
amendments have been made to 
the Federal Food, Dnig and Cos­ 
metic Act. One is referred to as 
the 
Pesticide 
Chemical 
Amend­ 
ment; the other, as the Food Addi­ 
tive Amendment. The former is 
meant to tighten controls on the 
use of chemicals on raw agricultur­ 
al products; the latter, to further 
restrict the use of additives in 
fo o ds. 
Both amendments shift to the 
producer or processor the burden 
of showing that use of a chemical 
ought to be allowed, and both pro­ 
vide for a petition process to be 
used by an applicant who wants to 
have a tolerance established. 
Provisions of Ole Pesticide Chem­ 
ical 
Amendment seem 
to have 
wroked out well In practice, but 
the Food Additive Amendment of 
3958 has created problems for cran­ 
berry 
growers 
(use 
of 
amino- 
tnazolet, poultry producers (stil­ 
bestrol) and others. 
Source of the controversy under 
this amendment is the so called 
“ Delany Clause,’’ which states 
that 
no addita e shall he deem ­ 
ed to he safe if it is found to 
induce cancer when ingested by 
man or animal, or if it is found, 
after tests which are appropriate 
for the e \ ablation of the safety of 
food additives, to Induce cancer 
In man or animal.” 
Strict interpretation of this clause 
could virtually rule out use of 
nearly all growth stimulants. This 
was certainly not the intent of the 
law—so now' it remains for the 
Department of Health. Education 
and Welfare to work out safe hut 
reasonable applications of the Jaw 
so that both the health and the 
pocketbook of the consumer can be 
protected.

Scientists have found that corn 
I* mature when It has about 30 
per cent moisture. However, if 
corn has over 35 per cent mois­ 
ture when killed by frost it is 
called soft corn. The term wet 
corn i* used to classify corn that 
should be dried for safe storage. 


Farm ers often find that field dry­ 
ing 
is 
the 
simplest 
and 
most 
economical method lf the frost is 
followed 
by 
dry 
weather. 
For 
example, University of Illinois ag­ 
ronomists have found that corn on 
the stalk in central Illinois will lose 
about one per cent of moisture a 
day in September, IU per cent a 
day and in October and U per cent 
a day in November. 
If wet weather follows the frost, 
however, the corn may not dry 
down to 20 per cent until spring. 
Mature ear corn with more than 
20 to 22 per cent moisture can be 
stored in cribs adapted to blow' 
either 
heated 
or 
unhealed 
air 
through the corn. During the win­ 
ter. freezing temperatures prevent 
spoilage. But the moisture content 
should be down to 20 per cent by 
March I.

The outlook for hog pro­ 
ducers

There is a good chance, we be­ 
lieve, that prices of hogs will con­ 
tinue at profitable levels in late 
1961 and through much of 1962. But 
this is only an opinion Let’s get 
back to the figures in the govern­ 
ment report. This report covers ten 
corn-belt states that produce 73 
per cent of the nation s hogs.

NEW YORK (TP)—Should a boy work his way through 
college ? 
Many people still cling to the idea that this is a fine way 
for a y oung man to build character, which it may be. But 
it is hardly the best way for him to get the best possible 
education. 
It would be better if he formed 
his character earlier — perhaps by 
working his way through kinder­ 
garten, where the strains of learn­ 
ing do not y et put so much wrear 
and tear upon his 
mental ap­ 
paratus. 
Recently in an article on the 
opening of the school y ear I sug­ 
gested it is far preferable for a 
parent to take out a mortgage on 
the fam ily home to finance a 
son's 
education rattier than let 
him try to work his own way un­ 
aided through college.

“ Why is it,” asks an indignant 
correspondent, “ th a t y ou doctors 
insist on say ing and W’riting that 
there’s no cure for a cold when 
every body knows y ou can stop a 
cold by taking aspirin and gargling 
with hot w ater that ccm tains a few 
drops of iodine?” 
I ll have to answ ers this protest 
in two parts. First I II give what 
we 
consider proof 
that neither 
of the m easures mentioned by my 
correspondent has the slightest de­ 
m onstrable value. 
Then I’ll try to ex plain why 
m y correspondent — and many , 
m any like her — have among 
them , dozens of domestic “ cold 
l ures” by which they swear. 
The common cold, by definition. 
is an infection w'hose effects are 
mostly localized to the structures 
of the nasal cavity . It may be 
caused by one of a variety of vi­ 
ruses and perhaps too, by bacteria 
such as the pneumococcus, menin­ 
gococcus, streptococcus and per­ 
haps other related organisms. 
Irrespective of which of these 
cold-producers gives rise to the fa­ 
m iliar sy mptoms of the common 
cold, not even a single soldier in 
the arm y of enemy invaders can 
be ex pected to “ bite the dust” 
w'hether the ammunition used by 
the enthusiast consists of aspirin 
or an aspirin relative, an antihista­ 
mine, q uinine, a lax ative, a shot 
of whisky , an iodine or any other 
sort of gargle, nose drops, or chest 
rubs th a t contain volatile oils, or 
inhalations. Or any or all of these 
reputed “ cures” in combination. 
• Why then do so many persons 
have faith in these “ cures” of 
which phy sicians are so disdain­ 
ful? 
There are, I believe, at least 
three ex planations. 
• The first is the adm itted fact 
that the common cold, like any 
other infection, m ay be abortive. 
Perhaps y ou m ay y ourself have 
noted that a fam iliar disease, like 
m easles or 
mumps, 
m ay vary 
from child to child or from one 
y ear to the other. 
If the child with a mild rash 
or a slight swelling of the glands 
were given some form of treat­ 
ment. it would be q uite reasonable 
for the enthusiast to credit what 
was done for the mildness of the 
infection. 
But it wouldn't be reasonable for 
the therapist to m aintain this view 
if the same favorable result were 
not consistently obtained in other 
children and from y ear to y ear. 
• Secondly , we tend to develop 
some son of resistance mechan­ 
ism to the common cold. One of 
the few advantages of growing old 
is the lessened susceptibility to 
colds and the lessened discomfort 
once one gains a foothold. 
Or 
should I say nosehold? 
• The third and most freq uent 
cause for error is th at of inter­ 
preting every instance of nasal 
stuffiness or sneezing as evidence 
of the onset of a cold. 
As y ou must know from y our 
own ex perience, if y ou sit or sleep 
in a poorly ventilated room, y ou’ll 
be annoy ed by the fullness of one 
or both nostrils that partially or 
wholly prevents breathing through 
the passage. 
Often when y ou leave an air 
conditioned room, y ou m ay start 
to sneeze. In either or both in­ 
stances y ou’re m erely ex periencing 
the sort of nasal reaction that is 
commonly , but not universally , as­ 
sociated with the common cold of 
infeciious origin. 
Now if y ou dose y ourself with 
the reputed “ cure” and, shortly 
thereafter, report a return to nor­ 
malcy . y ou m ay be tem pted to 
hail whatever y ou did as a form 
of “ m iracle treatm ent.” 
But, unless y ou can consistently 
But, unless y ou can consistent­ 
ly repeat the “ cure,” hold y our 
enthusiasm .

The association is a nonprofit, 
nonpolitical organization of bu si­ 
ness program—known as the pu b­ 
lic law 4RO program —“ a hu mani­ 
tarian act” and a potent weapon 
in the cold war.

to less dev eloped friendly cou ntries I 
for their own cu rrencies, mu ch of 
which aie u sed to help promote

United States and recipient nations 
plan for the day when ou r assis­

NEW YORK if)—Going to school 
across the street from Sov iet P re­ 
mier 
Khru shchev 
is 
try ing 
at 
times—bu t it s also an edu cation. 
So say the girls at Hu nter Col­ 
lege. 


They ’v e had their own cold war 
blockade to ru n for more than a 
week now, with the Commu nist 
leader holding forth intermittent­ 
ly at the Sov iet U.N. mission head­ 
q u arters directly across Park Av e- 
nu e from the campu s. 
The situ ation has produ ced class­ 
room interru ptions, argu ments and 
annoy ances, bu t also some lau ghs 
and learning. 
“ Most of the stu dents hav e tak­ 
en it rather lightly ,” said Barbara 
Galgano, 19 , Manhattan, m anag-1 
ing editor of the college news- j 
paper, the Hu nter Arrow. 
Whenev er Khru shchev has ap 
pea red on the street, or discou rs­ 
ed from the balcony of the Sov iet: 
bu ilding, stu dents hav e abandoned 
their desks and swarmed to the 
windows to watch. 
“ It a as if it were a sideshow,' ! 
Miss Galgano said. 
Once, 
as 
Khru shchev sparred 
with reporters from his balcony , j 
a grou p of Hu nter girls began 
singing “God Bless America" from 
a classroom window. 
He responded with a few lines 
of the Internationale. “ Anse, y e 
prisoners of starv ation.” 
Another time, some girls in a 
third-floor lou nge let ou t a few 
boos 
He glanced u p. sq u inting. 
then grinned and made a thu mbs- 
down gestu re. 
“ Generally , 
most of the girls 
hav e regarded it all as a circu s,” ! 
said Linda I^ax , 20, a Bronx ju n­ 
ior. “ There hav e been no general 
display s of animosity . It s been 
mostly ju st cu riorsity .” 
A nu mber of Hu nter girls are 
East Eu ropean refu gees, and fa­ 
v or tight restrictions a g a i n s t 
Khru shchev s activ ity . 
Some Hu nter girls hav e joined 
in picketing Hu ngarian headq u ar­ 
ters here, following a speech on 
the campu s by a refu gee who said 
the
